(Tenor. )—Then they ran upon him 
with one accord, and cast him out of the city 
and stgned him and cried aloud: 


Crorvus.—Stone him to death, he blas= 
phemes God, and who does so shall surely 
perish ! 


Rec.—And they stoned him, and he kneeled 
down and cried aloud: Lord! lay not this sin 
totheir charge. Lord Jesus, receive my spirit! 
And when he had said this he fell asleep.

was three days without sight; and did neither 
eat nor drink. 


Arr. (Bass. )—O God have mercy upon me, 
and blot out my transgressions according to 
thy loving kindness, yea, even for thy mercy’s 
sake!
